lEWENCO  Trustee  Emeritus  Maurice 
H.  Saval,  a  major  Boston  philantliropist 
who  shared  much  of  his  wealth  with 
schools  and  colleges,  died  February  7, 
1989.  He  was  88  years  old  and  lived  in 
the  Back  Bay. 

Dr.  Saval  had  been  a  patient  at  University 
Hospital  since  December  18,  1988,  a  day 
after  he  was  injured  in  an  automobile  acci- 
dent on  the  North  Shore. 

Dr.  Saval's  association  with  NEWENCO 
spans  many  decades.  On  May  21,  1954, 
Dr  Saval  joined  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
over  the  years  left  his  mark  on  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry: 

•  The  Saval  Inspired  Clinical  Outreach 
Program 

•  The  Saval  Institute  for  Optometric  Study 
in  Israel 

•  The  Saval  Challenge  for  the  NEWENCO 
Annual  Fund 

•  The  Saval  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund 

•  The  Maurice  H.  Saval  Student  Services 
Center 

•  The  Saval  Challenge  Fund  for  the  Estab- 
lishment of  a  College  of  Optometry  in 
Israel 

All  of  these  successes  speak  eloquently  for 
and  about  Dr.  Maurice  H.  Saval's  generosity 
to  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry. 
In  his  35  years  of  association  with 
NEWENCO  and  the  optometric  profession, 
he  had  been  a  generous  benefactor  to  all 
who  sought  his  assistance. 

What  these  visible  symbols  do  not  identify 
are  the  thousands  and  thousands  of  hours 
and  the  inspration  of  Dr  Saval's  leadership 
that  enabled  the  College  to  move  ahead 
with  pride  and  confidence. 

'  'We  at  the  College  are  proud  of  our  honor- 
ary degree  recipient,  our  trustee  emeritus 
and  friend — he  was  truly  a  man  for  all 
seasons,"  said  NEWENCO  President  Sylvio 
L.  Dupuis,  O.D. 


Dr.  Saval  became  involved  with  NEWENCO 
after  being  recruited  to  serve  on  the  Board 
of  Corporators  by  his  personal  physician. 
Otto  Hochstadt,  M.D.,  former  Treasurer/ 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
key  to  Dr  Saval's  initial  interest  in  the 
College  was  his  concern  for  minority  stu- 
dents aspiring  to  a  career  in  the  health 
professions.  In  the  1940's,  many  medical 
and  dental  schools  were  admitting  minority 
students  on  a  "quota"  basis,  only  allowing 
a  certain  percentage  of  each  school's 
student  body  to  be  minority.  Dr  Saval 
felt  strongly  that  deserving  and  qualified 
students  should  not  be  denied  admission 
based  on  an  artificially  imposed  quota 
system.  The  Massachusetts  College  of 
Optometry  (as  NEWENCO  was  named 
until  1976)  welcomed  all  scholastically 
qualified  students  to  apply  to  the  College, 
regardless  of  race,  religion,  or  creed. 

Since  that  time,  Dr  Saval  was  a  major  force 
in  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
College  and  the  profession. 

Dr  Saval,  while  serving  as  President  of 
the  New  England  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion, was  instrumental  in  upgrading  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry  from 
a  two-year  College  to  a  full  four  year 
accredited  College  (The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry).  He  also  played 
an  important  role  in  obtaining  authori- 
zation for  the  College  to  grant  Doctor  of 
Optometry  degrees.  Doctor  of  Ocular 
Science  degrees,  and  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters  degrees. 

In  the  late  1960's,  Dr  Saval  spearheaded 
the  effort  to  develop  relationships  with 
emerging  neighborhood  health  centers 
in  the  Greater  Boston  area.  Those  relation- 
ships with  the  Dorchester  House,  Dimock 
Community  Health  Center,  South  Boston 
Health  Center,  Columbia  Point  Health 
Center  and  many  others  continue  through 
to  this  day  and  provide  the  backbone  for 
the  College's  clinical  education  and 
outreach  program. 


Dr  Saval  also  established  scholarships 
and  student  loan  funds  that  continue  to 
provide  much  needed  support  for 
students  of  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry.  Loans,  grants,  and  scholar- 
ships initiated  through  funds  made  avail- 
able through  his  generosity  have  enabled 
literally  hundreds  of  young  men  and 
women  to  become  successful  optometrists. 

In  the  mid-1970's.  Dr.  Saval,  in  response 
to  a  proposal  made  jointly  by  the  College 
administration  and  optometric  colleagues 
at  Hadassah  Hospital  in  Israel,  estab- 
lished the  Saval  Institute  for  Optometric 
Study  in  Israel.  The  program  is  now  firmly 
established  and  has  provided  significant 
growth  opportunities  for  NEWENCO 
students.  The  program  has  been  funded 
entirely  by  the  generosity  of  Dr.  Saval. 
Airfare,  equipment,  and  partial  subsistence 
payments  are  made  on  behalf  of  each 
student.  Dr.  Saval  also  provided  an  annual 
stipend  to  support  the  clinic  and  precep- 
torship  components  of  the  program.  In 
addition,  he  provided  funding  for  a  course 
at  Hebrew  College  in  Brookline,  Massachu- 
setts, for  optometry  students  to  learn 
Hebrew  in  preparation  for  their  rotation 
in  Israel.

In  the  early  1980's  when  the  college 
decided  to  initiate  an  annual  giving  pro- 
gram among  its  alumni  and  friends,  it 
was  once  again  the  generosity  of  Dr  Saval 
that  ensured  the  success  of  the  program. 
"The  Saval  Challenge"  provided  the  impe- 
tus to  generous  giving  to  the  College.  In 
its  first  year,  the  College  raised  $120,000 
with  S40,000  of  that  coming  directly  from 
Dr.  Sa\al  on  a  one-for-two  match  basis. 
Over  time,  that  program  of  giving  has 
allowed  the  College  to  purchase  much 
needed  equipment,  award  scholarships 
and  make  investments  in  research. 

Again  responding  to  a  need,  a  loan  from 
Dr.  Saval  came  at  a  critical  time  to  enable 
the  College  to  expand  its  Beacon  Street 
real  estate  holdings  and  provide  much 
needed  dormitory  space  for  students. 


While  maintaining  and  expanding  his 
interest  in  optometry  at  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  and  nationally, 
Dr  Saval  moved  to  a  new  international 
frontier.  Working  with  such  optometric 
luminaries  as  Drs.  William  Baldwin  and 
Irving  Borish,  he  made  an  extremely 
generous  challenge  pledge  to  provide 
the  seed  money  for  establishing  a  College 
of  Optometry  in  the  state  of  Israel.  His 
dream  and  his  vision  were  to  export  the 
high  quality  of  American  optometric  edu- 
cation and  practice  ot  the  State  of  Israel. 
He  continued  until  the  age  of  88  to  work 
increasingly  towards  that  goal. 

In  1988,  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  honored  Dr.  Saval  by  dedicat- 
ing the  Maurice  H.  Saval  Student  Services 
Center  as  a  living  tribute  to  this  outstand- 
ing humanitarian.

Portrait  of  Otto  Hochstadt,  M.D. , 
unveiled  at  NEWENCO 


f^  portrait  of  the  late  Otto  Hochstadt, 
M.D.,  was  recently  unveiled  during  a  cere- 
mony in  the  College's  rotunda.  During  this 
ceremony,  Dr  Hochstadt  was  hailed  as 
"one  of  the  founding  fathers  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry." 

Among  the  many  invited  guests  was  his 
wife  Edith  Hochstadt,  who  serves  on  the 
NEWENCO  Board  of  Corporators  and  was 
a  recipient  of  the  Honorary  Degree,  Doctor 
of  Humane  Letters  in  1986.  She  continues 
her  husband's  mission  and  commitment 
to  the  College,  "My  husband  believed  in 
the  College  and  I  try  to  carry  on  the 
tradition.  I  could  never  fill  his  shoes,  but 
I  wUl  show  my  interest  as  long  as  I  am  able," 
she  said.  Many  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hochstadt's 
friends  joined  in  the  celebration. 

According  to  Mrs.  Hochstadt,  "My  husband 
always  wanted  to  help  the  little  man.  That's 
why  he  got  into  medicine." 

Dr.  Hochstadt,  a  native  of  "Vienna,  Austria, 
graduated  from  the  University  of  "Vienna 
Medical  School  in  1932.  He  left  his  country 
for  the  United  States  a  few  years  later  and 
obtained  his  license,  specializing  in  car- 
diology and  internal  medicine  in  1940. 

The  first  position  Dr.  Hochstadt  held  at 
what  was  then  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Optometry  was  a  temporary  teaching 
position  in  physiology  and  medicine.  He 
was  asked  to  join  the  faculty  during  the 
shortage  of  teaching  personnel  during 
World  War  II.  He  became  increasingly 
involved  in  the  School,  becoming  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1946. 

Mrs.  Hochstadt  said,  "He  saw  a  challenge 
in  helping  a  small  institution  and  he  really 
believed  in  optometry."  Dr.  Hochstadt 
remained  an  active  member  of  the  Board 
and  of  its  Executive  Committee  until  his 
death  in  1983. 

Under  Dr  Hochstadt's  inspiration,  the 
College  was  accredited  by  the  Council  on 
Education  and  Professional  Guidance  and

obtained  the  right  to  confer  the  Degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Optometry,  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Optometry  as  well 
as  the  Honorary  Degrees  of  Doctor  of 
Ocular  Science  and  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters.  In  1968,  Dr.  Hochstadt  was  chosen 
as  recipient  of  the  Honorary  Degree, 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters. 

Dr.  Hochstadt  was  mainly  responsible  for 
civic  minded,  non-optometric  citizens  to 
become  interested  in  optometry  and  to 
accept  important  positions  as  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  1971, 
he  was  the  only  M.D.  to  testify  at  hearings 
of  the  Rhode  Island  legislature  in  favor 
of  the  use  of  diagnostic  pharmaceutical 


agents  by  optometrists,  the  first  such  legis- 
lation brought  before  a  state  legislature. 

Along  with  this  unfailing  commitment  to 
optometry.  Dr.  Hochstadt  also  carried  on 
his  own  private  practice  in  cardiology.  He 
was  a  staff  physician  at  Longwood  Hospital, 
University  Hospital,  and  the  Parker  Hill 
Medical  Center. 
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NEWENCO  embarks  on  a 
new  clinical  curriculum  plan 


I  he  clinical  curriculum  for  students  at 
NEWENCO  has  been  undergoing  some 
exciting  changes  over  the  past  few  years. 
In  particular  the  fourth  year,  or  "external 
clinical  program,"  directed  by  Roger 
Wilson,  O.D.,  associate  professor  of 
optometry,  has  developed  into  a  diverse 
and  truly  enriching  experience  for 
NEWENCO  students. 

In  the  early  I980's,  the  national  trend  in 
legislation  governing  the  practice  of  optom- 
etry was  well  developed  with  respect  to 
the  use  of  diagnostic  pharmaceutical  agents 
in  the  routine  care  of  patients.  Optometry's 
leadership  then  lobbied  for  therapeutic 
privileges  as  the  scope  of  patient  care 
w'idened.  In  response  to  these  legislative 
agendas  and  the  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  Optometry  (ASCO)  report 
outlining  a  curriculum  model  for  optometry 
schools,  NEWENCO  embarked  on  the 
development  of  a  new  clinical  curriculum 
plan  for  training  fourth  year  students. 

"The  challenge  was  to  provide  a  com- 
prehensive clinical  experience  for  each 
student  which  would  address  the  expand- 
ing definition  of  primary  care  optometry. 
Clinical  rotations  were  needed  to  pro- 
vide students  with  experience,  training 
and  increasing  responsibility  in  the  diag- 
nosis and  management  of  patients'  prob- 
lems," said  Dr  Wilson. 

This  was  instituted  about  four  years 
ago  after  an  intense  restructuring  of 
NEWENCO's  didactic  and  clinical  program. 
Presently,  the  final  year  of  training  at  the 
College  is  entirely  clinical.  "The  clinical 
curriculum  is  designed  to  hone  the  stu- 
dents' competencies  gained  during  the 
previous  three  years  so  that  when  they 
graduate,  they  will  be  well-rounded  and 
experienced  doctors  of  optometry," 
Dr,  Wilson  said.  This  is  accomplished  by 
training  the  students  in  a  variety  of 
clinical  rotations. 

Dr.  Wilson  said  that  fourth  year  students 
are  placed  in  three  different  clinical  set- 
tings, each  with  its  own  unique  patient

populations.  These  settings  provide  a  broad 
"real  world"  type  of  experience  to  the 
student  who  can  select  from  approximately 
50  different  clinical  affiliations  located  in 
the  Boston  area,  regionally  and  nationally. 
(See  sidebar  for  clinic  sites.)  The  College 
also  maintains  one  international  affiliation 
at  the  Hadassah  Hospital  in  Jerusalem, 
Israel.  Each  clinical  rotation  is  approxi- 
mately twelve  weeks  in  length.  In  the  last 
year  of  study,  the  student  is  required  to 
attend  three  clinical  quarters  out  of  four 
quarters.  The  fourth  quarter  may  be  used 
for  additional  training  if  desired. 

Fourth  Year  Clinical  Program 

The  three  clinical  quarters  fulfill  three 
defined  goals  of  the  clinical  curriculum: 
primary  care  curriculum,  therapeutic  care 
curriculum,  and  elective  care  curriculum. 

The  primary  care  rotation  takes  place  at 
one  of  Boston's  inner  city  neighborhood 
health  centers.  These  centers  are  ambula- 
tory, multi-disciplinary  sites  where  optom- 
etry is  one  of  the  core  providers. 

The  second  type  of  rotation  is  in  fulfillment 
of  the  therapeutic  care  curriculum  require- 
ment. These  rotations  are  at  either  Veteran's 
Administration  Medical  Centers  or  at 
optometric  interdisciplinary  sites  where 
optometry  and  ophthalmology  work 
together  in  treating  various  ocular  and 
systemic  diseases. 

The  third  portion  of  the  external  clinic 
curriculum  consists  of  the  elective  care 
curriculum.  In  fulfillment  of  this  require- 
ment, the  student  is  able  to  select  from  a 
variety  of  rotations  which  are  either  of 
the  primary  care,  therapeutic  (or  secondary 
care),  or  rehabilitative  (tertiary  care)  type. 
The  elective  curriculum  allows  the  student 
to  develop  competencies  in  an  area  of 
intended  specialty. 

So  as  optometry's  scope  of  practice  has 
changed  over  the  years,  so  has  NEWENCO's 
curriculum.  The  external  clinical  program 
is  gaining  national  recognition  as  a  model 
for  the  development  of  clinical  programs 
at  other  schools  and  colleges  of  optometry.

Capital  Campaign  Update 


M. 


I  arch  1 1 ,  1989,  was  a  very  special  night 
for  The  New  England  College  of  Optom- 
etry: its  Second  Century  Campaign 
exceeded  the  million  dollar  goal  as  the 
result  of  the  generosity  of  the  New  England 
Council  of  Optometrists.  This  $100,000 
investment  was  announced  by  NECO  Presi- 
dent Dr.  Thomas  G.  Clark  and  Dr.  Leo 
Santucci,  chairman  of  NECO's  Scholarship 
Committee,  during  a  NEWENCO  Recep- 
tion at  the  NECO  Conference. 

The  pledge  was  the  result  of  almost  a  year 
of  meetings  between  NECO/NEWENCO 
leadership  and  represents  a  strong  vote 
of  support  of  the  College  by  the  region's 
optometric  association.  NECO's  pledge 
brought  the  Campaign  total  to  $1,050,000 
on  a  $2,050,000  goal.  This  $100,000  pledge 
will  create  the  NECO  Fund  for  Excellence 
in  Optometric  Education,  NEWENCO's 
goal  is  to  raise  another  $400,000,  to  bring 
the  endowed  fund  to  $500,000. 


At  this  point,  the  fund  raising  will  enter 
its  public  phase;  The  Every  Optometrist 
Campaign,  with  a  million  dollar  goal. 
Current  fund  raising  initiatives  to  benefit 
the  Campaign  include: 

•  A  request  to  be  submitted  to  the  Kresge 
Foundation  this  spring  in  support  of  the 
College's  instrumentation  needs; 

•  Two  major  bequests  to  NEWENCO 
currently  pending  probate; 

•  The  Every  Optometrist  Campaign,  a 
special  initiative  geared  toward 
NEWENCO  alumni  nationwide  and 
all  of  New  England  optometry. 

"It  is  my  belief,"  said  NEWENCO  Presi- 
dent Sylvio  L.  Dupuis,  O.D.,  "that  these 
initiatives,  coupled  with  other  ongoing 
programs,  should  bring  the  campaign 
solicitation  period  to  a  close  within  the 
next  twelve  months.  This  will  happen  as 
the  direct  result  of  the  strong  alumni  and 
'friend'  support  we  are  receiving  in 
response  to  the  College's  needs."
